The  County  Council  arranges  for  the  free  attendance  of  midwives  upon  patients 
who  are  to  be  confined  at  home.  The  name  and  address  of  the  appropriate  midwife 
for  any  particular  district  is  usually  known  to  the  patient's  doctor,  but  can  be 
obtained  from  the  District  Office  of  the  County  Council. 

Home  Nursing  Service 

The  County  Council  provides  a  service  free  of  charge  for  the  attendance  on 
persons  whose  doctors  require  them  to  be  nursed  in  their  own  homes.  The  nurse's 
attendance  is  normally  arranged  by  the  doctor,  but  the  name  and  address  of  the 
appropriate  nurse  for  any  particular  district  is  obtainable  from  the  District 
Office  of  the  County  Council. 

Domestic  Help  Service 

Domestic  help  service  may  be  provided  in  households  where  it  is  needed  owing 
to  the  presence  of  a  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally 
subnormal,  aged  or  a  child  not  over  compulsory  school  age,  but  only  where  there 
is  no  able-bodied  person  in  the  household  capable  of  carrying  out  the  necessary 
household  duties.

Evening  service  is  provided  for  elderly  people  who  are  bedridden  or 
housebound  and  have  no  one  to  assist  them  to  prepare  for  the  night  and  includes 
the  provision  of  a  light  meal  or  hot  drink  and  attention  to  fires.  Night 
service  is  provided,  for  no  longer  than  three  weeks  unless  there  are  exceptional 
circumstances,  for  the  care  of  seriously  ill  people  who  are  living  in  their 
own  homes  and  who  need  attention  during  the  night.  In  some  cases  the  service 
is  provided  for  one  to  three  nights  a  week  to  give  relief  to  relatives. 

Family  Care  Service 

After  consultation  with  the  Children’s  Department,  this  service  is 
provided  for  the  short-term  care  of  children  in  their  own  homes  during  the 
absence  of  the  mother  by  reason  of  admission  to  hospital  for  illness  or 
confinement  or  in  other  special  circumstances.  Help  is  given  only  to  families 
where  care  of  at  least  two  children  is  involved  and  the  period  of  service  is 
limited  to  three  months. 

Family  Welfare  Service 

This  service  is  provided,  with  the  parent’s  consent,  in  households  where 
the  habits,  behaviour  and  standards  of  living  of  the  family  are  much  below  those 
generally  accepted  in  the  society  in  which  they  live.  The  three  main  objectives 
of  the  service  are  to  raise  the  standard  of  living  of  the  families,  to  improve 
the  welfare  of  the  children,  and  to  keep  the  families  together  and  prevent  their 
break-up.  Intensive  training  for  a  period  of  three  months  is  given  and  this  is 
succeeded  by  a  follow-on  service  for  nine  months.  In  families  where  there  is 
medical  evidence  of  mental  subnormality  the  continuance  of  the  service  after  the 
initial  period  of  three  months  may  be  approved  for  not  more  than  twelve  hours 
a  week  until  the  youngest  child  reaches  compulsory  school  age.

There  are  only  six  houses  in  the  District  not  supplied  direct  from  the 
Tunbridge  Wells  Corporation  main  supply.  Four  of  the  properties,  which  are 
tenanted,  are  supplied  with  filters.  Frequent  sampling  of  these  supplies  has 
been  continued  during  the  year  and  all  saunples  taken  after  filtration  were 
satisfactory.  One  sample  taken  prior  to  filtration  proved  unsatisfactory,  but 
subsequent  samples,  taken  after  filtration,  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

In  addition  to  the  33  samples  taken  from  the  Tunbridge  Wells  supply, 
samples  have  also  been  taken  by  the  Water  Undertaking  themselves  at  the  sources 
and  one  reservoir  in  the  Southborough  Urban  District,  all  of  which  proved 
satisfactory. 

There  have  been  a  small  number  of  mains  extensions  carried  out  by  the 
Tunbridge  Wells  Water  Undertaking  in  connection  with  house  development.

Although  the  new  sewage  works  at  Bidborough  is  progressing  well,  this  will 
not  be  completed  and  in  operation  until  some  time  in  I969.  The  pumping 
station  at  Pennington  Road  is  also  nearing  completion.  A  further  extension 
has  been  constructed  in  this  area  to  receive  additional  drainage  from  new 
developments.
